Seven  visionary  Blacic  citizens  of  Fayetteviiie,  NC  pay  $  1 36  for  two  lots  on  Gillespie 
Street  and  fomied  among  themselves  a  self-perpetuating  Boaid  of  Trustees  to  maintain 
the  property  for  the  education  of  Black  youth.  The  Howard  School  becomes  the 
genesis  of  Fayetteviiie  State  University. 


1877 


An  act  of  the  legislature  provides  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  teacher  tiaining  institution  for  Black 
North  Carolinians.  The  Howard  School  is  se- 
lected to  become  the  State  Colored  Normal 
School,  and  thus  becomes  the  first  and  oldest  state- 
supported  institution  of  its  kind  in  North  Carolina. 
Charles  W.  Chesnutt  is  appointed  Principal  of 
the  State  Colored  Nomial  School  in  1 880.  After 
three  years,  he  resigns  and  moves  to  Ohio  to  prac- 
tice law  and  begin  his  literary  career.  In  1 928,  he 
is  awarded  the  coveted  Springarm  Medal,  which 
is  given  annually  by  the  N  AACP  for  distinguished 
achievement. 


Dr.  Ezekiel  Ezra  Smith  is  selected  Principal  of  the  school,  thus  beginning  an 
association  that  lasts  for  fifty  years  with  two  brief  inteiTuptions:  first  to  serve  as 
Minister  Resident  and  Consul-General  of  the  United  States  in  Liberia  and  then 
to  serve  as  Adjutant  of  the  Third  North  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantiy.

George  H.  Williams  assumes  the  duties  of  the  Principal  of  the  State  Colored  Normal  School  after 
President  Grover  Cleveland  appoints  Dr.  E.  E.  Smith  to  the  post  of  Minister  Resident  of  Liberia.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Williams  family  (pictured  above)  were  all  graduates  of  the  State  Normal  School  in  the  1 880"s. 


Dr.  E.  E.  Smith  returns  to  Fayetteville  as  Principal  of  the  State  Colored  Normal 
School.  Prior  to  this,  he  organizes  the  first  newspaper  for  Black  North  Carolinians,  the 
Carolina  Enterprise,  in  Goldsboro.

Reverend  L.  E.  Fairly  carries  on  the 
work  of  Dr  Smith  who  leaves  to  serve 
in  the  Spanish- American  War.  After  25 
years  at  the  Howard  School.  State  Nor- 
mal School  moves  to  Ashley  Heights, 
one  mile  west  of  its  first  home,  where  it 
remains  for  only  four  years  and  then 
moves  back  to  the  city  where  classes 
are  conducted  in  a  rented  lodge  hall  on 
Worth  Street. 


Dr.  Smith  returns  to  his  duties  in  1899.  During  Dr.  Smith's  long  and  distin- 
guished tenure,  the  institution  moves  to  its  permanent  site  on  Murchison  Road  in 
1907.  Later.  Dr.  Smith  and  his  wife  deed  additional  land  to  the  state  to  bring  the 
institution's  holding  to  92  acres.  The  campus  grows  to  eight  buildings  and  sev- 
eral cottages.

In  1908,  the  first  brick  building,  Aycock  Hall,  is  constucted.  Following,  in  1916  and  1921,  the  Institution's 
name  changes  to  the  State  Colored  Normal  and  Industrial  School  and  the  State  Normal  School  for  the 
Negro  Race  before  changing  to  the  State  Normal  School  in  1926.

Dr.  E.  E.  Smith  retires  on  June  30. 1933  and  is  elected  President  Emeritus.  Dr.  J.  Ward 
Seabrook.  who  served  as  Dean  for  seven  years,  is  elected  the  new  President.

Under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Seabrook. 
the  institution  becomes  a  four  year  college  and 
the  name  is  changed  to  Fayetteville  State 
Teachers  College.

During  his  administra- 
tion, the  curriculum  is  expanded  to  include  majors  other  than  elementary  educa- 
tion and  two-year  courses  are  added.  He  secures  appropriations  for  renovating 
the  gymnasium  and  making  e.xtensive  improvement  on  the  grounds  to  include 
paved  roads,  parking  areas,  and  new  campus  lighting.
